Not long ago, one of the most active 
business men of England found his affairs 
so extended, that he deliberately deter- 
mined to devote his Sabbaths to his ae- 
counts. He had a mind of a wide grasp. 
His views were so comprehensive, so far 
seeing, that wealth came in apon him like a 
flood. He purchased a country seat, at the 
cost of four hundred thousand dollars, de- 
termining that he would now bave rest and 
quiet. But it was too late. As he stepped 
on his threshold, after a survey of his ſate 
erm he became apoplectic. Although 

was not destroyed, he only lives to be 
the wreck of a man.

THE COSSACKS. 

The Cossacks compose a remarkable 
portion of the Russian . History has 
not yet fully certified their origin. They 
may have been in the early centuries bands 
of wanderers and fugitives from lands bor- 
dering on the south of Russia, who forming 
themselves into villages and communes for 
defence agaiust Tartar tribes, ultimately 
grew and spread into the East. They now 
inhabit the southern and eastern portions 
of Russia, Poland, and the Ukraine. They 
are members of the Greek Charch. They 
are free, possess lands, pay a small tax, and 
serve the govertiment by military duty. In 
warfare they seek the most dangerous posts, 
and are always very formidable. When not 
successful in an attack, they retreat rapid- 
ly, form ‘again in an unexpected manner, 
and fall on the enemy like au avalanche, 
putting them to confusion before resistance 
is possible. It bas ever been the glory of a 
Cossack to live unmarried. After their 
early wars with the Turks, during a period 
of comparative repose, they sought matri- 
monial ‘alliances, and lived in families on 
their rich lands. Their chief seat has been 
for nearly three centuries on some Islands 
of the Don, about 1200 miles from St. 
Petersburg. ‘There they built a city, re- 
| sembling Venice. ‘This Cossack capital con- 
tains probably 20,000 inhabitants. The 
have schools, a theatre, a distinct interna 
administration, charches adorned with gold 
avd jewels, aud many of the arts of civili- 
zation. Iu seasons of high water their city 
seems to be afloat. They have built also a 
new city on an arm of the river, to which 
most of the inhabitants have removed on 
account of the malaria’ by which the old 
city. is affected.—Presbyteriav Quarterly 
Review. 


THE SYRIAN MISSIONS. 


The following, which embraces the sub- 
stance of a much longer artic‘e in the N. Y. 
„World,“ gives an interesting bird’s eye 
view of the missions of the American Board 
in Syria: 

Modern Syria, concerning which a good 
deal of interest has been excited by the 
bloody scenes there enacted the past season, 
includes an area of about 53,000 square 
miles, and consequently is a little more than 
seven times as large as the State of Massa- 
chusetts, though its population hardly ex- 
ceeds that of Massachusetts, which is a 
million and a quarter. It stretches from the 
Eupbrates on the East, to the Mediter- 
ranean on the West. It is comparatively a 
small district in the western portion in the 
immediate vicinity of what was formerly 
called Phenoicia, that the American missions 
are confined. The city of Beirut, which is 
the central point of operations, is situated 
about midway on the coast, bere running 
almost due north and south. At a distance 
varying from ten to fifteen miles, a lofty 
range— Mt. Lebanon—follows the general 
direction of the shore, and further to the 
east aguin is a parallel ridge, known as 
Anti-Lebanon. The intermediate valley is, 
in its widest part, about fifteen miles broad. 
These ranges and this valley bave been the 
scene of the recent commotions and bloody 
‘massacres. 

At the outbreak of the war, there were 
in Syria nine principal mission-stations and 
nine out-stations, with eleven male niission- 
aries, three native preachers, and thirty-six 
native teachers and assistants. Three of 
the first are situated upon the shore of the 
Mediterranean, viz: Beirut, where were 
stationed Rev. Messrs: Van Dyck and 
Ford, and. where all the printing of the 
mission was executed under the supervision 
of Mr. Horter; Tripoli, about sixty miles 
north of Beirut, the residence Rev. 
Messrs. Jessup and Lyons; and Sidon, 
about twenty-five miles south of Beirat, oc- 
cupied by Rev. Mr. Eddy. From Beirut a 
great road leads almost directly eastward to 
Damascus, passing successively over the 
ranges of Lebanon and Anti-Lebanon. A 
couple of miles to the right of this road, 
on Mt. Lebanon, is the village of B’bamdon, 
the missionary station of Rev. William A. 
Benton. A few miles south of this again, 
is Deir-el-Komr, formerly occupied by Rev. 
William Bird, to whose thrilling eccounts 
of the massacre at that many readers 
of the “Co tionalist” have listened 
within a few mouthe.

LIES IN TRADE. 


It is a vulgar fallacy that lies are lies 
only when spoken. Some even as- 
sume that lies are not lies if uttered to push 
the sale of merchandise—at least, that they 
are only “ white lies.” The essence of a 
lie consists in the attempt to deceive—in 
makiug false representations, Whatever be 
the motive, if it involyes deception, it is a 
breach of the moral law. 

There can be no doubt that the shopman 
who asserts that a print will wash, when he 
knows it will not, utters a deliberate lie. If 
he make the assertion with the mental re- 
servation that “ all the color will vanish in 
the process,” it is still-a lie, and if he is 
doubtful. on the point, it is equally so, be- 
cause he attempts to make an impression on 
the mind of his customer that may be the 
reverse of the truth. The ‘tickets with 
figures and bair-like strokes, too often ex- 
hibited in windows—the calling Hoyle’s ” 
prints which are not Hoyle's, and flannels 
“real Welch” which are not real Welch, 
and such like, are lies of too gross a charac- 
ter to require a word of comment. 

Concealment of the truth comes under 
the same category of lying. The publisher 
who appends critical notices of reviewers to 
his list of books, leaving out qualifying pas- 
sages, lies. So does the shopman who pur- 
posely conceals defects—the manufacturer 
who sends a 34 inch cloth for what is usu- 
ally 36 inches wide, and the shoemaker who 
supplies Northampton-made for “ bespoke ” 
boots. 


The sale cf adulterated goods, or arti- 
cles with false labels, must be condemned 
by all as unadulterated lying; but it is said 

y some whose moral perceptions are not 
very clear, that to label a 200 yard reel of 
cotton, Warranted 300 yards,” is not 
wrong, becanse it is generally understood 
not to measure what it is called. Then why 
is it done? Why not label it 200 yards, 
which is the truth? Simply because there 
are those who do not undefstand it, and, 
placing reliance on the dealers, purchase it 
for what it is called. Lies consist not in 
the verbal utterance, but in the idea that 
they intend to convey. The footman who 
says that his mistress is “not at bome,” 


traverses the valley of 


really guilty of lying, for it is a mere polite 
form of expressing ber wish not to be seen, 
and is recognized.in high life as such. It is, 
bowever, an immoral custom, as it familiari- 
zes the servant to a tampering with truth. 

It is possible also to speak verbal truth 
which is substantially a lie. Horrocks is an 
eminent manufacturer of calicos. Another 
man of the same name might start a manu- 
factory of similar goods, but of an inferior 
quality; and the tradesman who assured his 
costomer that a. roll of his calico was of

The 
weeritg of imitation jewelry is a lie; the 
hysician who directs bis servants to call 
im out of church in the middle of a ser- 
mon, acts a lie—so does the grocer who has 
his cart emblazoned with his name, driven 
hither and thither—witbout any other ob-
